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Area now revealed as hotspot for vehicle-related crime

CAR theft has soared 20 per 
cent in Walsall in just a year, 
new figures show. 

There were 3,751 car thefts in 
the year-long period over 2016 to 
2017 and 4,494 in the 12 months in 
2017/2018. 

Data from UK Crime Statistics reveal the 
Black Country is now a hotspot for vehicle-re¬ 
lated crime with Wolverhampton the worst af¬ 
fected area. It saw a 40 per cent jump in car 
crime in the past year - going from 3,232 thefts 
to 4,598. 

West Bromwich was also badly hit, with a 
20 per cent increase of 992 in 2017 to 1,196 
in 2018. Staffordshire has also seen a rise, but 
a smaller one. There were 5,533 car thefts in 
2017, compared with 6,189 during the same 
period in 2018. Dudley saw a minor jump, a 
two per cent increase from 800 to 960 offences 
throughout one year. 

Worst 

The figures show last year was the worst on 
record since 2012, with 89,000 vehicles stolen 
and nearly 200,000 attempted vehicle thefts in 
the UK. 

Councillor Mike Bird, leader of Walsall Coun¬ 
cil, was shocked to see by how much the num¬ 
ber of car thefts had jumped up in the borough. 
He said: “A lot of cars now are keyless entry but 
I think this is a backward step from a manufac¬ 
turers point of view. 

“Yes it takes us two seconds to get in the car 
but these cars are also being targeted by thieves 
highjacking the electronics. Quite honestly I 
think manufacturers have to go back to basics 
and get rid of keyless entry.” 

With modern cars often now equipped with 
keyless entry, there is a growing issue of key¬ 
less theft, where criminals use so-called relay 
devices to trick cars into thinking the legiti¬ 
mate key is nearby. 

David Jamieson, the police and crime com¬ 
missioner for the West Midlands, recently 
called to car manufacturers to tighten the se¬ 
curity on keyless cars as more criminals were 
figuring out ways to beat the system. 

He said: “This is making our lives really 
difficult. It’s sucking up loads of police time 
that should be dealing with other more serious 
crime. At the moment it’s kid’s play - it takes 
30 to 40 seconds to get in and off you go.”

REMAND 

Two in court after 
murder at flats 

TWO men have appeared in court charged 
with murdering Kevin Shepperson who 
was found dead at his Willenhall flat. 

Cameron MacKenzie, of Richmond 
Street, Chuckery, and 
Wayne Kendall, of Blox- 
wich Road South, Wil¬ 
lenhall, both aged 21, 
were remanded in cus¬ 
tody by Walsall magis¬ 
trates. They were due to 
attend Wolverhampton 
Crown Court yesterday, 

Wednesday. 

The pair were arrested after 39-year-old 
Mr Shepperson was found dead in the hall¬ 
way of his third floor flat in Bloxwich Road 
South just before 12.30pm last Wednes¬ 
day. A post mortem examination revealed 
that he died as a result of multiple injuries. 

DELAYS 

Bridge climb closes 
the M6 for 5 hours 

A SECTION of the M6 near Walsall was 
closed for more than five hours after a 
vulnerable man climbed over the rail¬ 
ings of a bridge on the motorway. 

Drivers were stuck with delays of 
more than 90 minutes in both direc¬ 
tions after the incident at the bridge 
over junction 10. Police reported he 
had safely come down, and the road 
was fully reopened, by midday on Sat¬ 
urday.

That’s ruff! Dogs get 
ban from pub chain 

JD Wetherspoon is banning dogs from all 
of its 936 pubs. 

The pub chain, with sites across the 
Black Country and Staffordshire, has said 
no dogs, except guide dogs, will be al¬ 
lowed in from September 10. This comes 
after staff complained about cleaning up 
dog mess and raised issues with hygiene 
and dogs frightening children.

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Police chief puzzled by rise in violence

THERE is no ‘complete answer’ to the 
rising level of violence across the re¬ 
gion this summer, the Police and Crime 
Commissioner has claimed. 

Over the past few months violent 
crime in the West Midlands has soared, 
with knife attacks, assaults and shoot¬ 
ings becoming a regular occurrence. 

Police resources have been dwindling 
in recent years, while funding for the 
force has also been cut. The average 
spend per person by the police force in 
the West Midlands is £186 per person. 
In London it is £337. 


And PCC David Jamieson thinks 
that, while cuts and a longer, hotter 
summer have played their part in the 
rising levels of violence, this alone does 
not explain why there has been such a 
rise this year. 

“There’s two things happening this 
summer,” he said. “You’ve got the 
background level of violence, that type 
of nasty violence we’ve seen increasing 
over the past two years. You put on top 
of that this fine weather, and that has 
actually escalated it further. And the 
fine weather, the more people out, the 


longer daylight, more people drinking 
outside. 

“So there’s more interaction with 
people and therefore there’s more vio¬ 
lence, I’m afraid. But the background 
violence is also going up, which is really 
quite worrying. 

“And I don’t think we have a com¬ 
plete answer to this, I don’t think we 
have any answer. It’s happening right 
across the country. They’re seeing inci¬ 
dents that at one time would have been 
a minor skirmish between people, have 
now turned out to be quite nasty.” 


All smiles as students 
make the GCSE grade

PUPILS across the Black 
Country were all smiles after 
making the grade at GCSE. 

Across the country pass rates 
rose in the wake of the biggest ex¬ 
ams shake-up for a generation. 

For some subjects, the traditional A* 
to G grades are being phased out, to be 
replaced with a 9 to 1 system, with 9 
the highest grade. 

In the West Midlands the pass rate 
fell slightly to 63.1 per cent but success 
stories included Rashida Akalwaya, 
head girl at Stuart Bathurst Catholic 
High School, Wednesbury, with seven 
grade 9s and two A*s. 

At Ormiston Sandwell Community 
Academy in Tividale 64 per cent of 
students achieved a grade 4 or higher 
and in maths 57 per cent of students 
achieved a grade 4 or above. Overall, 
half of the students achieved at least a 
grade 4 in English and maths. 

Raihaanah Kulthoom,of Ormiston 
Forge Academy in Cradley Heath, se¬ 
cured four 9s, two A*s, five 8s and one 
A. In English, 64 per cent of students 
achieved Grade 4 or above. 

Dr Lisa Mason, Head of Academy at 
Ormiston Forge Academy, said: “We 
are delighted that students continue to 
make strong progress.” 

Grace Academy Darlaston has con¬ 
tinued to see year on year improve¬ 
ments with record numbers of students 
achieving level 4 and level 5 or above in 
English and maths. 

Some 65 per cent of Students at 
Queen Mary’s Grammar School in 
Walsall came in at A/A* or 7-9. In the 
Mathematics GCSE, 85 per cent of all 
entries were a grade 7 or better. 

There was an improvement in the 
number of students achieving pass 
grades in both English and mathemat¬ 
ics at Walsall’s Joseph Leckie Academy. 

Among the top students at Aldridge 
School was Irfarn Mahmood with four 
grade 9s and two grade 8s.

Patient in 
an 11-hour 
wait for 
ambulance 

IT took nearly 11 hours for an ambu¬ 
lance to reach a patient when the ‘Beast 
from the East’ hit the region, it has been 
revealed. 

A BBC investigation has laid out the 
longest delays by ambulance services in 
the UK between June 2017 and June 
2018. Ambulance trusts said the delays 
were linked to the busy winter period 
and that resources were prioritised for 
life-threatening emergencies. 

In the West Midlands Ambulance 
Service area, the five highest wait calls 

- which were for less serious injuries - 
were over or around 10 hours. The long¬ 
est wait was 10 hours and 47 minutes 
for a 50-year-old man who had suffered 
a head injury. 

WMAS spokesman Murray MacGre¬ 
gor said three of the five calls had hap¬ 
pened when strong winds from Siberia 

- dubbed the ‘Beast from the East’ - hit 
the region and caused widespread dis¬ 
ruption across the whole of the country 
earlier this year. 

Mr MacGregor said the other two 
calls had been taken during inclement 
weather in December and March and all 
of the five calls related to patients with 
less serious injuries. 

Mr MacGregor said: “We always try 
to get to every call as soon as possible.” 

Drummer on

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Passengers 
get on board 
with value 
of services 

NEARLY nine in 10 bus passengers 
in the West Midlands are happy with 
their service and record numbers 
think it is good value for money, an 
independent survey has found. 

Figures released by Transport 
Focus show 88 per cent of the region’s 
bus passengers are satisfied with their 
overall journey. A record 67 per cent 
of passengers - up seven per cent on 
the previous year - also felt the cost 
of their bus travel represented good 
value for money. 

Results from the survey, carried out 
in spring 2018, have been welcomed 
by Transport for West Midlands, part 
of the West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority, and the region’s biggest oper¬ 
ator National Express West Midlands. 

Councillor Roger Lawrence, WMCA 
portfolio holder for transport, said 
the figures were a reflection of the 
improvements made in recent years 
as part of the pioneering West Mid¬ 
lands Bus Alliance. The partnership, 
the first of its kind in the UK, brings 
together bus operators, local councils 
and other partners to work together 
and drive forward investment. 

Councillor Lawrence said: “The Bus 
Alliance set a challenging satisfaction 
target of 85 per cent so it’s encourag¬ 
ing to see that our work is paying off. 

“Good quality bus services will help 
attract more people on to public trans¬ 
port and that’s vital if we are to man¬ 
age the road congestion that’s already 
harming our regional economy. While 
these results show we are moving in 
the right direction we will continue to 
work to make services even better.” 

Church marks 
big anniversary 

A CHURCH opened its doors to cele¬ 
brate its community room’s 15th an¬ 
niversary. Chase Terrace Methodist 
cut the ribbon on the Milton Suite in 
2003 and it has been used regularly 
since.

Barbara Bevan, a church steward, 
said: “Over the last 15 years, many 
hundreds of people have passed 
through our doors and used our com¬ 
munity facilities.”

MP to visit Oakwood amid G4S crisis

AN MP is to visit a prison near Wol¬ 
verhampton amid the scandal over 
HMP Birmingham which saw it tak¬ 
en back into Government control. 

Emma Reynolds has accepted an 
invitation from G4S to visit Oakwood 
Prison and said the private security 
firm had ‘serious questions to answer’ 
over the crisis at Winson Green. The 
private firm runs both prisons but 
was stripped of control of HMP Bir¬ 
mingham last week and the crisis 
there has sparked concerns about the 
future of Oakwood. 

The MP for Wolverhampton North 


East warned that the firm may not be 
fit to continue running the Feather- 
stone jail after it was announced the 
Government would be taking over 
Birmingham Prison for at least six 
months. An unannounced inspection 
of HMP Birmingham revealed wide¬ 
spread problems including prisoners 
openly smoking drugs, staff asleep on 
the job and bullying. 

However, Ms Reynolds said she was 
pleased G4S had asked her to visit 
Oakwood. The Labour MP said one of 
her key aims would be to find out the 
ratio of prison officers to prisoners, 


following concerns unruly inmates 
had taken over HMP Birmingham. 

More than 2,000 prisoners are 
housed at Oakwood. Prison managers 
were praised following an inspection 
earlier this year but concerns were 
raised over drugs and attacks on staff. 

She said: “I will be going there 
with an open mind. The reason I have 
questioned the competence of G4S is 
because I think they have questions 
to answer on why the standards at 
Birmingham Prison deteriorated so 
rapidly.” 


Cutbacks may mean a 
charge for care alarms 


THOUSANDS of people could be 
charged hundreds of pounds for 
a lifeline alarm system that helps 
them access care in Walsall. 

The borough council is considering 
bringing in charges for the Community 
Alarm Service, which could cost users 
£728 per year. It is currently free to use. 

It costs the local authority almost £1.3 mil¬ 
lion each year to run, not including additional 
costs to upgrade the equipment, according to 
the council. 

The charges could impact on around 7,000 
people who use the vital service, which pro¬ 
vides a 24-hour, seven-day-a-week care service 
for people who need extra support. 

The council’s opposition leader says it will 
make the ‘most vulnerable worse off. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan said: “It is going 
to be a massive issue for the borough. Quite 
clearly, they are now seeing the reality of aus¬ 
terity and they now have to deal with the prob¬ 
lems that we had started to put right. 

Vulnerable 

“Once again the Conservatives are making 
our most vulnerable worse off. We will have to 
see what the consultation has to say.” 

As part of the authority’s four-year financial 
plan until and including 2020, cabinet mem¬ 
bers agreed an annual reduction of £567,000 
for the service, resulting in an available budget 
for 2019/20 of less than £500,000. 

Walsall is the only area in the Black Country 
that does not charge for the service. Council¬ 
lor Mike Bird, council leader, said: “Walsall 
Council is consulting on the future of the Com¬ 
munity Alarm Service in connection with the 
four-year budget set in February 2017. 

“The consultation is important to enable the 
council to gain a clear picture of the preference 
of service users so this can be given full con¬ 
sideration during the decision making process. 

“The consultation remains open until Sep¬ 
tember 21 and all interested persons are en¬ 
couraged to have their say.”

£10 photocards 
charge scrapped 

YOUNG people across the region can 
get 50 per cent discounts on bus, train 
and tram travel - without having to 
pay £10 for a photocard. 

Transport for West Midlands, part 
of West Midlands Combined Author¬ 
ity, has waived the £10 charge for 
cards for all 105,000 young people 
aged 16-18 in the West Midlands. The 
fee was removed after some young 
people starting apprenticeships and 
college courses said the expense was 
a barrier for them. 

Mayor Andy Street said: “We’ve 
always offered discounts for those in 
full-time education. Now, we have 
waived the £10 photocard fee.” 

Driver suspected 
of drugs offences 

A DRIVER was arrested on suspicion 
of drugs offences after being stopped 
by police on the M6. 

The car, said to have false number 
plates, was followed by officers before 
being brought to a stop near Junction 
10 for Walsall. 

The driver was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of drug-driving, possession of 
cannabis and on suspicion of driving 
offences. Motorway police allege he 
had used false plates as he did not 
have any insurance. 

The West Midlands Police dogs unit 
was brought in to help with the arrest. 

Police hunt for 
off-road bikers 

POLICE are hunting three off-road 
bikers in Wednesbury after com¬ 
plaints from residents. 

The boys were involved in off-road 
biking in Friar Park on August 19. 

Sgt Chris Bolton of Sandwell Neigh¬ 
bourhood Policing Team, said: “There 
have been numerous reports about 
off-road bikers, particularly in Friar 
Park. 

Their behaviour affects everyone in 
the area and we take this very seri¬ 
ously .We are grateful to those people 
that have provided us with informa¬ 
tion.”

Average earnings 
below decade ago 

AVERAGE earnings are still £13 a 
week lower than a decade ago, an eco¬ 
nomic think tank has reported. 

Just over two million more people 
have found work since the financial 
crash of 2008, with more than a mil¬ 
lion of those in the poorest third of 
households, the research by the Res¬ 
olution Foundation showed. 

However, with 800,000 on ze¬ 
ro-hours contracts, job insecurity is 
still “widespread” and real average 
earnings are still £13 a week less than 
a decade ago, it said. TUC general sec¬ 
retary Frances O’Grady accused the 
Government of turning a blind eye to 
stagnating wages. 

Call for crackdown 
on antique guns 

IN a bid to tackle the use of antique 
guns by criminals, West Midlands Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson is calling on the government 
to tighten firearms laws. 

He is urging changes to nine gun 
categories as concern grows over gang 
members buying antique weapons. 

David Jamieson said: “It is vital the 
government makes it much harder for 
gang members and criminals in the 
West Midlands and beyond to get their 
hands on antique guns which can be 
turned into deadly weapons with rel¬ 
ative ease. It needs to ensure obsolete 
calibre firearms don’t fall into the 
wrong hands.” 

Ban on kitten and 
puppy sales likely 

THE sale of puppies and kittens by 
pet shops and other commercial deal¬ 
ers will be banned under plans put out 
for consultation by the Government. 

Anyone buying or adopting a pet 
less than six months old will have to 
deal directly with the breeder or a 
rescue centre under the proposed ban. 

The move aims to reduce serious 
health problems and socialisation is¬ 
sues which afflict pets kept in poor 
conditions by unscrupulous, prof¬ 
it-driven breeders. 

Appeal to take 
shorter showers 

FAMILIES in the region have been 
urged to consider how much water 
they are using after a study found peo¬ 
ple shower for 10 minutes on average. 
This summer’s heatwave led to water 
shortages in parts of the UK. 

Experts say time in the shower 
should be limited to four minutes but 
a new survey found people in the West 
Midlands generally spend 10 minutes 
having a wash. 


City among cheapest places to die 


WOLVERHAMPTON is among the 
cheapest places to die with an average 
cost of £4,440 for a funeral, according 
to a new survey. 

Wolverhampton ranked 37th out 
of 50 and Birmingham was 50th with 
funerals averaging £4,265. 

Watford tops the list of the 50 most 
expensive place to die in the UK, with 
an average funeral price of nearly 
£5,814. It is 37 per cent higher than 


the national average, according to 
research by funeral comparison web¬ 
site Beyond. It said high prices are 
being fuelled by price hikes imposed 
by the big chains, despite independ¬ 
ent funeral directors, who represent 
roughly a third of the market, reduc¬ 
ing fees in the last year. 

The average UK funeral, calculated 
as the average cost of a funeral direc¬ 
tor’s services plus the average price of 


cremations and burials, is now £4,241. 

This represents a rise of 33 per cent 
in only two years - in 2016 the aver¬ 
age was £3,190. London was close be¬ 
hind Watford at £5,749 with Redhill 
in third at £5,352. 

The big chains have raised their 
already-high fees by more than £500 
in two years. For their services alone, 
people pay an average of £3,573, and 
this is before adding in the cost of the 


cremation or burial. 

James Dunn, co-founder of Beyond, 
said: “A lack of transparency in the 
funeral market is what’s fuelling 
price rises, particularly among the 
big chains. 

“Death means big business, with 
half a million Brits dying every year, 
but a disinclination to shop around is 
resulting in mourners, who are often 
vulnerable, paying over the odds.” 


No jail for one-punch 
attack which hurt man

AN engineering student, 
whose single punch serious¬ 
ly injured a man he wrongly 
thought had just stabbed his 
brother, has been spared jail. 

The blow from Jake Thomason sent 
Reece Scott crashing to the ground 
where his head hit the concrete surface 
with terrible force early on Christmas 
morning, a judge heard. 

Mr Mark Stephens, prosecuting at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court, said: 
“A woman witness later told police she 
would never forget the sound of the 
impact. She rushed to help him and 
found he was bleeding from an ear.” 

Trouble flared when two groups 
clashed outside The Old Horns Pub 
in Queslett Road, Great Barr on De¬ 
cember 25 2015 during which the de¬ 
fendant’s brother was stabbed in the 
chest, explained the prosecutor. It was 
claimed that Thomason, now aged 23, 
was heavily intoxicated and very upset 
over the stabbing of his brother when 
he hit Mr Scott, revealed Mr Stephens. 

Mr Scott suffered a fractured skull, 
bleeds on the brain and a perforated 
eardrum. He was detained under treat¬ 
ment in hospital for 11 days and has 
lost his sense of both smell and taste. 
He explained in a victim impact state¬ 
ment read to the court that he had not 
be able to drive for four months and 
lost his job. It continued: “I felt every¬ 
body else around me was carrying on 
with their lives while I could not.” 

Mr Simon Burch, defending, argued: 
“The consequences of the punch could 
not have been foreseen.” 

Thomason, from Sandringham 
Road, Birmingham and of previous 
good character, pleaded guilty on the 
day of his trial to causing grievous bod¬ 
ily harm. He was given a two year jail 
term suspended for two years with 200 
hours unpaid work and a four month 
night time curfew. He was also ordered 
to pay Mr Scott £2,500 compensation.

Paradise 
Circus shut 
for Metro 
extension 

THE next phase of Birmingham West- 
side Metro Extension will start next 
month. This stage of the works will 
see the Metro line constructed from 
Victoria Square to Centenary Square. 

Paradise Circus will close in both 
directions from Monday, September 3 
until summer 2019 to enable the work 
to be done. 

The A38 underpass, which runs 
beneath Paradise Circus, will remain 
open in both directions. 

The Midland Metro Alliance is urg¬ 
ing people passing through the area to 
plan ahead, allow more time for jour¬ 
neys, travel off peak where possible or 
use public transport. 

The Westside extension is the next 
phase of works following the Metro 
extension from St Chads to Grand 
Central which opened for passenger 
service in May 2016. 

Construction on this extension, 
which is a little over 2km in length 
and is being delivered in two phases, 
started in summer 2017. 

When fully completed the Metro 
will operate between Grand Central 
in the city centre to Hagley Road in 
Edgbaston. 

The first phase of development will 
continue from Grand Central, past 
Birmingham’s Town Hall to Cen¬ 
tenary Square. The extension will 
provide Metro stops serving Victoria 
Square and the Paradise and Arena 
Central developments at the redevel¬ 
oped Centenary Square. 

When the first phase of the Bir¬ 
mingham Westside extension is 
open for passengers the 840-metre 
route will operate on battery power 
throughout and will be the first tram¬ 
way in the UK to do so. 

Work and home 
life ‘is merging' 

UK workers have abandoned efforts 
to maintain a boundary between their 
professional and personal lives. 

New research has revealed employ¬ 
ees now live a permanently blurred 
line, sustaining both a work life and 
home life at the same time. 

A survey of 6,755 people, commis¬ 
sioned by website totaljobs, found that 
58 per cent of employees work from 
home outside business hours. The av¬ 
erage employee will spend 7hr 49min 
a week working at home, the equiva¬ 
lent of almost 51 extra working days 
a year. 

Also 23 per cent of employees say 
they work from home because they 
don’t have time to do all of their work 
during business hours, suggesting 
working from home is a necessity 
rather than a choice.

DOZENS of furious residents have 
hit out at plans for a major housing 
development over safety concerns 
caused by extra traffic. 

Plans were submitted for 50 homes 
in Walsall last year and the main 
road to the site will be from from the 
busy A34 Birmingham Road through 
Cricket Close, sparking concerns from 
residents on the street. 

Up to 30 residents are campaign¬ 
ing to stop access through the street 
because they claim the extra cars will 
add pressure to the road which is al¬ 
ready too narrow and congested. 


Councillor Rose Martin said: 
“Cricket Close is a narrow road. There 
are a number of cars going through 
as it is close to the Broadway Island 
which is very congested and the sheer 
volume of traffic has a big impact. 

“Residents are objecting to the 
plans due to safety concerns. They 
were shocked when they learned 
about the plans because of the prob¬ 
lems they will have with access. 

“Considering the amount of houses 
there will be, there are going to be a 
lot more cars squeezing through the 
small road. We are hoping residents 


will be listened to and, if it is possible, 
we hope the access can be put in a dif¬ 
ferent place.” 

The proposals were submitted 
to Walsall Council in July last year 
and it is still under assessment after 
amendments were made to the plans. 

The site consists of the 105 year-old 
Walsall Tennis Club, which is looking 
for a new site, and mainly abandoned 
allotments to the south. There is a 
secondary access, only for emergency 
vehicles from Broadway. There will be 
38 dwellings for private sale and 12 
for affordable housing.

The 65-year-old’s neighbours called 
police after he had not been seen for 
several days, the Black Country Cor¬ 
oner’s Court heard. The post mortem 
revealed he had been killed as a result 
of a blunt force trauma. 

An investigation has been launched 
and Darren Barnes, 47, of no fixed 
abode, has been charged with his mur¬ 
der. Assistant coroner Emma Serrano 
suspended the inquest.

Left for dead in desert 
now Bert marks 100th 



SHOT and left for dead in the desert 
2,500 miles from home back in the 
Midlands the odds of Bert Watter- 
son making it out of his 20s were 
slim - never mind celebrating his 
100th birthday. 

But that is just what the Second World 
War veteran from Great Wyrley did when 
he marked his milestone birthday with 
family including his daughter, Britain’s 
Got Talent star keyboardist Jean Martyn. 

Surrounded by his loved ones with a card 
from the Queen and a huge birthday cake 
memories of the war were the last thing on his 
mind on Saturday, August 19. 

But Bert still bears the scar of his brush with 
death in 1943 and Jean - who made it to the 
final of BGT in 2011 - said he has shared the 
story with family who are incredibly proud of 
him. 

Battles 

Shortly after marrying Phyllis Violet Green, 
known as ‘Vi’, on August 17, 1940, Bert was 
sent to Ankara, Turkey, the next day, August 
18, on what was also his 22nd birthday. And he 
wasn’t to return to his new wife until the war’s 
conclusion in 1945. 

After a short time in Ankara, Bert was sent 
to Cairo in Egypt as a Sergeant for the Royal 
Electrical Mechanical Engineers (REME) 
regimeas the battle for control of the Middle 
East raged on. 

After years of life on the frontline in the de¬ 
sert in 1943 Bert was shot across the back and 
left for dead. 

He was sent to a hospital in Israel where he 
was saved by a South African doctor who used 
a bandage lined with a ointment made out of 
maggot larvae to cover the wound, and leeches 
to eat away at the dead flesh. 

He was so badly injured that the long journey 
to the UK was too arduous and he was sent 
back to Ankara to convalescence, before re¬ 
turning home after the war. 

Coming home to his wife, Bert and Vi took 
over a Post Office in Brownhills West after Vi’s 
brother decided to sell it. They spent 22 years

working here before selling it on and Bert went on to 
work for Walsall Council in the housing department 
before his retirement. 

The couple celebrated their platinum wedding anni¬ 
versary after 70 years of marriage in 2010 before Vi’s 
death in 2011 aged 93. Now, the veteran has reached 
100 and was surrounded by his loved ones to cele¬ 
brate his life. He is the oldest surviving member of 
his family and was joined in the celebrations by Jean 
and other family. 

Bert was not able to speak with the E&S himself 
but his daughter Jean said: “I can’t imagine how hard 
it would have been to marry the person you loved and 
leave them for years the next day. This generation of 
people were incredible and my dad’s no different. It’s

horrible to think the pain and suffering so many peo¬ 
ple went through during this time and the injury my 
Dad suffered seemed terrible. He still has a scar today 
to prove it. 

“His birthday was an absolutely fantastic day, we 
had a huge cake and all his friends and family were 
there, 48 people came to see him throughout the day. 

“Out of his family he’s the oldest but his 96-year-old 
sister, the next oldest, came all the way from Gran¬ 
tham to see him and that was just amazing. After 
mum died he could have gone one way or another but 
he’s pulled through everything. He’s even had three 
operations this year alone and he’s still going strong. 
We thought we might lose him when he was ill but it’s 
so amazing and such an achievement.”

IN a poll of 55,000 dimwits, Wolverhampton has 
been voted Britain’s second-worst city, after 
Bradford. All I can add to the debate is that I 
worked in Wolverhampton for 28 years and met 
some of the best people I have ever known. 

I CAN’T provide the same ringing endorse¬ 
ment for Bradford. My father was born in the 
city. I recall him once saying: “I come from 
Bradford, and Bradford is a bloody good place 
to come from.” 

HOW are the mighty fallen. Kevin Spacey, 
accused last year of sexual harassment dating 
back many years, made a pitiful £99 this week 
on the opening night of his new movie. This 
is the same Kevin Spacey who delivered that 
mammoth dramatic masterclass as Frank Un¬ 
derwood - plotter, killer and president - in the 
Netflix version of House of Cards. I’ve just fin¬ 
ished watching all 65 hour-long episodes, made 
between 2013 and 2017 and what an extraor¬ 
dinary tour de force it was. But, justice must 
be done, no matter how much shining talent it 
drags off into obscurity. 

IN some versions of this blog on Tuesday, 
the Colosseum in Rome appeared as the Col¬ 
iseum.

A READER sends me his take on the Bir¬ 
mingham Prison scandal: “Prison inspectors 
were horrified to see cockroaches, vomit, flies, 
human excrement, rat droppings and drug par¬ 
aphernalia. It got even worse after they left New 
Street Station. “ 

MY eye was caught by the tale of the wom¬ 
an who lost a contact lens and assumed it had 
fallen out. Twenty-eight years later it was dis¬ 
covered by a surgeon removing a cyst from her 
eye. I bet there can’t be many of us contact-lens 
wearers who do not lose one from time to time, 
usually for a few minutes. But I had a colleague 
who realised his rigid gas-permeable lens (the 
little hard-glass sort) had slipped into the space 
between eyeball and socket. He thought no 
more about it. Later, sitting in a bar on holiday, 
he felt something and assumed it was an insect 
on his cheek.

Seven miles of tailbacks 
after rush-hour collision 



More staff want flexible hours 


DRIVERS were warned of up 
to seven miles of tailbacks 
on the M6 after a rush-hour 
crash caused havoc on the 
region’s main motorway. 

The crash was thought to in¬ 
volve a car and a lorry with sev¬ 
eral other stranded vehicles, last 
Tuesday, according to Highways 
England. 

Because it was busy, there were 
four lanes running northbound and 
three of them were temporarily closed 
between Junction 10 for Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Junction 10a for the M54 link. 

The crash happened at around 
7.35am leaving the commuting traf¬ 
fic queuing back all the way towards 
Junction 7, for Great Barr. 

Knock-on 

Delays of up to 50 minutes were 
reported on the stretch. Other roads, 
including the Black Country Route 
leading from the M6 at Junction 10, 
faced a knock-on effect from the M6 
problems and were reportedly far 
heavier with traffic. 

Highways England say stranded 
vehicles after the crash came to rest 
side-on in the carriageway. Traffic of¬ 
ficers were sent to the scene. 

Officials urged people to allow plenty 
of extra journey time. 

A West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman said the car suffered dam¬ 
age on the driver’s side. 

A woman, aged 56 who was the 
driver of the car, was being treated at 
the scene. Details of her injuries were 
initially unclearbut she is not thought 
to have been seriously hurt in the 
crash. 

The route had been cleared com¬ 
pletely after 9am, with the delays on 
the route easing after that. 


NEW research from McDonald’s 
found that half of Birmingham adults 
want to move away from the tradition¬ 
al 9 to 5 working patterns, and into 
working conditions which would offer 
flexibility.

Practice makes perfect 
for training centre crews

Youth team nets uni aid

A YOUTH football team’s shirts 
are being sponsored by a university. 
The bright red strip of Walsall Foot¬ 
ball Club’s youth team will feature 
the logo of the University of Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

The university, which already 
sponsors the away supporters stand 
at the Banks’s Stadium, will now 
have its name and logo on the front 
of the shirts for the 2018/19 season. 

Speaking after the deal was 
agreed, academy manager, Graham 
Biggs, said he was delighted that 
the club has been able to extend 
their ties with the university. 

He said: “We have always had 


a very good relationship with the 
university and we have had a part¬ 
nership with them, having interns 
here, supporting the curriculum 
and using their facilities.” 

Dr Chris Sellars, of the univer¬ 
sity, said: “We have got plenty of 
students who want to learn within 
a performance environment and we 
have now got opportunities to both 
support the players but also create 
opportunities for our students.” 

Under 18s captain Tom Leak 
added: “Being able to learn from 
people who want to come into the 
industry and being able to help 
them learn is good for both sides.” 


PATIENTS visiting a Black Coun¬ 
try hospital will be treated with 
state-of-the-art MRl scanners 
after the completion of a major 
project. 

Work to house two new scanners 
at Walsall Manor Hospital started in 
January - replacing its previous scan¬ 
ner which was more than 16 years old. 

The project has now been completed and 
from September 10, patients will be able to 
use the new facilities. 

The equipment is used to diagnose and 
identify a range of conditions from back 
and knee injuries to brain problems cancer, 
multiple sclerosis and arthritis. 

The trust has entered into a 15-year con¬ 
tract with the InHealth Group, which has 
seen the replacement of the old scanner and 
installation of a second. Bosses say the in¬ 
vestment will also enable the trust to make 
better use of its financial resources. 

Russell Caldicott, the trust’s lead exec¬ 
utive director for the MRl project, said: 
“We are delighted that this major project 
is now nearing completion and that from 
September 10 our scanner provision will be 
doubled. 

Appreciate 

“This means borough patients won’t 
have to wait as long for a scan and the Trust 
can increase the number of patients it sees 
which is so important for those people anx¬ 
iously awaiting investigations and diagno¬ 
ses. I’d also like to thank patients and staff 
for bearing with us during the construction 
work. While disruption has been kept to a 
minimum and the service has been main¬ 
tained we appreciate people’s patience.” 

The Siemens Aera scanners provide 
exceptional image quality and are more 
suitable for patients who suffer from claus¬ 
trophobia than standard scanners. 

They are also suitable for bariatric 
weight loss surgery patients - a service that 
has previously been unavailable in Walsall. 

InHealth has delivered managed MRl 
services to Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, 
at the Walsall Manor Hospital site, for more 
than 17 years. The latest generation scan¬ 
ners only require 24 hours maintenance per 
year as opposed to the usual 36 hours.

Chance chat sees 
dealer locked up 


A CHANCE meeting with a policeman 
has put a drug dealer behind bars for 
three years after he was caught with 
nearly £1,500 in cash and dozens of 
wraps of heroin and cocaine. 

Zac Hazeldine was spotted driving along 
Bloxwich Road North in Willenhall by the 
police officer who stopped him for a chat, a 
judge heard. 

It became increasingly obvious that the defend¬ 
ant was edgy, Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told. Finally Hazeldine lost his nerve and bolted 
out of his car, but the officer managed to grab the 
22-year-old’s bag as he fled. The incident took 
place around 5pm on Saturday, July 21. 

The officer searched Hazeldine’s bag after grab¬ 
bing it and found it held £1,465 cash and 64 street 
wraps of heroin or cocaine worth a total of £640, 
explained Mr Tim Harrington, prosecuting. 


The defendant was found hiding at a nearby 
address soon afterwards. He was arrested and 
charged with possession of heroin and cocaine 
with intent to supply. He had previous convic¬ 
tions for robbery, shoplifting and criminal dam¬ 
age but none for drug offences, the court heard. 

Debt 

Mr David Swinnerton, defending, said father- 
of-two Hazeldine turned to drugs after the re¬ 
lationship with his partner broke down and he 
started using cocaine and mixing with the ‘wrong 
crowd.’ 

The lawyer continued: “He found himself being 
told he was £5,000 in debt for drugs from people 
who began demanding the money with increas¬ 
ing pressure. He was physically assaulted on two 
occasions.” 

Hazeldine from Hawthorne Road, Short Heath, 
admitted possession of heroin and cocaine with 
intent to supply.

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Half think 
'no deal' 
on Brexit 
is coming 

HALF of people across the 
West Midlands expect a ‘no 
deal’ Brexit and plan to 
spend accordingly, a new 
survey has found. 

The survey of 279 mem¬ 
bers of the public in the re¬ 
gion was commissioned by 
KPMG. Overall 50 per cent 
said a ‘no deal’ Brexit was 
likely and 20 per cent that it 
was unlikely. 

A clear majority of the re¬ 
gion’s respondents believe a 
no deal scenario would have 
a significant impact on their 
life with 69 per cent think¬ 
ing prices would rise and 68 
per cent saying they would 
change their consumer be¬ 
haviour. Also 45 per cent 
believe a no-deal will be bad 
for the country compared 
with 22 per cent who think 
it will be good. 

Karl Edge, Midlands re¬ 
gional chairman of KPMG, 
said: “This survey shows 
the public expect a ‘no deal’ 
Brexit and plan to spend ac¬ 
cordingly. The results reveal 
how people are anticipating 
substantial disruption in 
the short to medium term, 
before they expect Brexit to 
have a more positive effect 
on the economy in the me¬ 
dium to long term. 

“During this period of 
disruption, people across 
the region expect prices to 
go up, delays at airports 
plus a potential hit to the 
pound. The mood music of 
the Brexit talks is likely to 
have a direct effect on con¬ 
sumer confidence.” 


Family links call on 
football club medal

A WALSALL football club 
is appealing for family de¬ 
scendants as they trace the 
story of a mysterious medal. 

Darlaston Town 1874 FC want 
to hear from the ‘Corfield’ or 
‘Whistance’ family to track down 
the origins of a family heirloom. 

Darlaston Town Vice Chairman 
Garry Hale was contacted by Verena 
Burrows from Stockport, who is the 
granddaughter of William Corfield 
who was originally from Brownhills, 
Walsall. 

Following William’s death in 1948, 
Verena was given a box of his items 
where she found what she thought was 
a coin. After having the item cleaned 
she realised it was actually a football 


medal that was presented to her grand¬ 
father in 1893 with the inscription 
‘Darlaston Football Academy’. 

The front of the medal was inscribed 
with the name ‘A. Whistance’, who was 
William’s future wife. Verena has kept 
and cherished the medal for 70 years 
but is now looking to track down its 
origins. 

It’s believed that William was born 
in the Walsall area and worked in a 
steel foundry before moving to Dukin- 
field in Greater Manchester. Verena 
remembers her grandmother wearing 
the medal as a broach before Verena 
converted it back into a medal with a 
chain. 

Her grandparents were unable to at¬ 
tend her wedding in 1948 but she did 
see them at their house so they could 
see her in her wedding dress. William 


then passed away two days later. She 
has now donated the medal to the club 
and is keen to hear from anyone who 
knew the family or has any informa¬ 
tion on the medal. 

Club Chairman and historian Neil 
Chambers said: “Football records 
back in 1893 were very sparse and it 
may be that William Corfield played 
for Darlaston but we simply do not 
know. Certainly the club existed in 
1893 and the Wednesbury Charity 
Cup and other Charity Cups were 
competed for at that time. It would be 
fantastic to find out the origins of the 
medal.”

Holiday in hills which helped lads

FIRST came the adven¬ 
ture in the hills, then came 
the thank you letters. 

The young lads from un¬ 
derprivileged backgrounds 
in Wolverhampton, Birming¬ 
ham, and the Black Country 
had never seen anything like 
it. 

Plonked in tents in the shadow 
of the Long Mynd in the Shrop¬ 
shire Hills, they washed in a 
brook, sang round a camp fire, 
roamed the countryside, played 
games, and generally enjoyed the 
fresh air. This was the Longmynd 
Adventure Camp, which this year 
is celebrating its diamond anni¬ 
versary. 

The late Bill Williams was the 
Shropshire country policeman 
who started it all, with his idea of 
giving a camping holiday for un-

derprivileged boys from the urban 
areas of the West Midlands. It 
linked up with a holiday scheme 
run by the then-Women’s Volun¬ 
tary Service. 

“Dear Mr Bill Williams, I’m so 
glad you had invited me to stay at 
the camp for 10 days. Thank you 
for the food that we had. Will you 
write back to say that we did see 
a ghost, because my mum doesn’t 
believe me,” wrote Andrew Bux¬ 
ton, of Shirley, Solihull. 

“Dear Skipper, I hope you are 
feeling well. Thank you for the 
beautiful holiday that you gave me 
and for the songs that you learned 
me,” wrote Clive Pearce. 

And another letter, from a 
helper: “Dear Sir, As you can see 


by the above address (Her Majes¬ 
ty’s Prison, The Dana, Shrews¬ 
bury) things have changed for me 
since our last meeting ... I will al¬ 
ways remember all the great songs 
we sang, especially your daughter 
Debbie’s favourite, There’s A 
Worm At The Bottom of the Gar¬ 
den. Brilliant! I am sorry for let¬ 
ting you down Mr Williams.” 

Bill was from a tough back¬ 
ground himself. He was brought 
up in a two-up two-down terrace 
house in Wellington. With no 
water supply or bathroom, they 
had a tin bath, and the toilets 
were earth closets at the top of 
the yard. He was only five when 
his father died, leaving his mother 
struggling to feed and clothe the 
family on a widow’s pension. 

In the first camp some boys 
stayed in tents in the garden of 
his police house at Wistanstow, 


near Craven Arms, in 1958, which 
gave him the idea to run a ven¬ 
ture which would give holidays 
to young boys who had never had 
one. Thanks to helpful farmers, 
from then on annual camps were 
held at a number of different lo¬ 
cations in the shadow of the Long 
Mynd. At the time, Alan Scriven 
was a five-year-old living in pov¬ 
erty in a single-parent family at 
Fifth Avenue in Low Hill, Wolver¬ 
hampton. When he first went to 
the camp in 1965 it was to change 
his life - so much so that he was 
to follow Bill as its ‘Skipper’ and 
the man known as ‘Scriv’ was to 
be awarded the MBE for his 33 
years’ involvement. 

Alan, who worked for a time as 
a traffic manager, wrote a book 
detailing the story of the camp, 
but has now penned a follow-up, 
called More From The Longmynd 


Adventure Camp and Me. There 
was, incidentally, a girls’ camp 
started around the late 60s which 
Alan says did not stand the test of 
time for various reasons, ‘one of 
them being the unsatisfactory be¬ 
haviour of the young ladies - bless 
them’. 

Some of those from Bill and 
Alan’s times are now planning a 
60th anniversary celebration. 

Alan, who lives in Moseley, Wol¬ 
verhampton, writes: “The Long¬ 
mynd Adventure Camp changed 
a lot of people’s lives, not just the 
lads who were lucky enough to be 
selected. There were many kind 
souls who came along at different 
parts of the camp’s life who will¬ 
ingly offered whatever they could 
to help the lads enjoy the experi¬ 
ence.” Alan’s book is published by

“Bus service on 
fast track for 
2022 Games 

BUS travel in Walsall, Sandwell and Bir¬ 
mingham is to be transformed in the run¬ 
up to the 2022 Commonwealth Games un¬ 
der new plans. 

The new tram-style buses will have off- 
board ticketing and multiple-door boarding 
as well as dedicated bus lanes and priority 
through areas of congestion. Details are 
revealed in plans for the first three Sprint 
routes to be built in time for the Games 
being held in Birmingham and parts of the 
Black Country. 

One of the services will operate along the 
A34 between Walsall and Birmingham via 
Sandwell, with a journey time of 40 min¬ 
utes or less, ferrying passengers between 
the athletes’ village and event locations. 

The Alexander Stadium in Great Barr is 
to be one of the key venues while swimming 
and diving events will be held at a newly 
built aquatic centre in Smethwick. 

Talks are also under way about creating 
an arena for up to 5,000 spectators at Wol¬ 
verhampton University’s Walsall campus, 
off Gorway Road, base for the British Judo 
Centre of Excellence. 

The other Sprint routes are from the city 
and Sutton Coldfield via the planned new 
neighbourhood at Langley and the A45 
between Solihull and Birmingham Airport 
into the city. The new bus lanes and bus 
priority could also be used by local bus ser¬ 
vices.

MP laughs off claims 
of 'guns on tractors' 


Safety lessons for riders 


Reducing the risks - the road safety workshop is open to 15 to 
21-year-olds from throughout Staffordshire 


GAVIN Williamson has denied 
claims he suggested putting 
guns on tractors as he insisted 
he was focused on fighting for 
extra funding for the military. 

The Defence Secretary hit back over crit¬ 
icism that he had ‘lost the plot’ and was 
plunging Britain’s armed forces into crisis 
through a series of ‘crackpot schemes’ to 
solve an equipment shortfall. 

An unnamed source was quoted in The 
Sun as saying that the South Staffordshire 
MP wanted to mount weapons on tractors, 
disguise mobile missile systems as Co¬ 
ca-Cola lorries, and transform old commer¬ 
cial ferries into beach assault craft. 

Mr Williamson laughed off the claims and 
said containerised missile systems were al¬ 
ready a ‘military reality’, while his allies 
insisted he was doing ‘a fantastic job’ in 
battling for more cash for the armed forces. 

Available 

The Defence Secretary told the Chron¬ 
icle: “We have never considered putting 
guns on tractors. We are looking at how we 
invest in new shipping and new concepts. 

“We already have containerised missile 
systems, they are available around the 
globe. It is something that is used by all 
military. 

“We just launched the new Land Cep- 
tor missiles, which is a containerised mis¬ 
sile system, which means you can drive it 
around the country. 

“These are things, which are not fanciful, 
they are actually a military reality.” 

Mr Williamson has already successfully 
landed an extra £800 million funding boost 
from the Treasury, but he believes the de¬ 
partment needs £2 billion more a year just 
to keep the armed forces at their present 
size and avoid the need for damaging cuts. 

“The thing I have always been com¬ 
pletely committed to is getting the very best 
for our armed forces,” he added.

Ladies get ready to kick 
off 2lst year milestone 


WALSALL LADIES Football Club have 
cause for celebration even before a ball 
is kicked this season after hitting anoth¬ 
er milestone. 

The club, affiliated to the League One Sad¬ 
dlers, are about to embark on their 20th cam¬ 
paign as they continue to go from strength to 
strength under the guidance of the man who 
has been there from day one, chairman Brian 
Simpson. 

The forthcoming campaign will see Walsall run 
a senior side in the Staffs County League and with 
teams at under-9, 11, 13, 15 and 16 age groups. 

They also boast some impressive facilities on which 
to display their ball skills at West Walsall E-Act 
Academy, in Primley Avenue. The club and school 
have formed a winning partnership with a 3G pitch 
installed last year which is now used by all of the Wal¬ 
sall sides and the envy of their rivals. 

The school has been the Ladies’ home for more 
than a decade and the club played a leading part in 
bringing about the new facility. It was made possible 
thanks to a grant from the Premier League and The 
FA Facilities Fund, delivered by the Football Foun¬ 
dation. 

Development 

The then Saddlers goalkeeper Mark Gillespie 
helped to cut the ribbon on the new facility, along 
with Walsall Mayor Marco Longhi in August last year. 

Founded in 2000, the Football Foundation funds 
the development of new and refurbished grassroots 
sports facilities. 

Since it was launched, it has awarded around 
15,000 grants worth more than £580m towards im¬ 
proving grassroots sport, which it has used to attract 
additional partnership funding of more than £800m. 

Academy headteacher Qamar Riaz said on its un¬ 
veiling: “We are delighted to have received the in¬ 
vestment, from the Football Foundation which has 
enabled the new 3G pitch to be available to our local 
community.” 

Meanwhile Simpson is delighted to see the Ladies 
club thriving, with a turnout of more than 250 people 
at the end of the season awards night providing fur¬ 
ther evidence they are on the up.

“Our first season was in 1999 and we are really 
proud of what we have achieved,” said Simpson. “I 
can’t think of another girls and ladies set-up around 
here that has been going so long. 

“Over the years, firstly as Great Wyrley and now 
as Walsall, we have seen in excess of 1,000 girls and 
women play football for us. 

“We have had success with some of our girls gain¬ 
ing scholarships to play football in America and a 
couple progressing through the ranks and going on to 
play for England at various age groups. 

“It’s difficult at times because we have Wolves, Al¬ 
bion, Villa and Birmingham around us who all have 
academies. 

“We have lost a couple more girls to academies this 
year and while we are obviously pleased to see them 
progressing, it can be a bit soul destroying at times 
when players you have had from the age of six move 
on at 14 or 15. But we keep going and keep working 
hard.” 

Indeed, there has been plenty of hard work from 
Simpson and his family over the years. He got in¬ 
volved with girls football when his daughter Donna 
played at Kidderminster, but the family links don’t 
end there. 

“I got involved when Donna was at Kidderminster 
and ended up running the side,” he said. “Then when 
this club got up and running I took on the chairman 
role and my wife Christine was secretary. 

“She did that until she passed away five years ago 
and Donna is secretary now. 

“My son-in-law Neil is vice-chairman and my 


granddaughters are also involved. Alisha and Amelia 
play for the under-15s and under-9s, while the other 
one, Esme, will be starting to play soon. 

“I keep saying I am going to step down and then 
something happens and I carry on. But I enjoy it and 
we are a football-mad family.” 

Creating a ‘family feel’ is key for Simpson and he 
believes it has been a key ingredient in the club’s suc¬ 
cess. 

“We had over 250 people at our end of season pres¬ 
entation night - it was a really good evening,” he said. 

“There is a real family atmosphere here and a real 
bond between the officials players and parents. 

“You have to get a good balance at a club. You can’t 
take things too seriously. The girls have got to enjoy 
their football and the parents have to enjoy being part 
of the club as well,” said Simpson. 

More youngsters will be coming through the door 
this season after Simpson unveiled plans to start a 
‘Wildcats’ section for girls aged between four and six. 

Prospering 

At the other end of the age scale, Holly Gayler is 
in charge of the senior side along with Samantha 
Simpkins. “We want to run sessions for four to six- 
year-olds and they will run alongside our training 
sessions on Tuesday nights at the E-Act Academy,” 
said Simpson. 

“We are looking to the future and want to have 
sides running all the way through to the senior side. 

“Girls football seems to be prospering at the young 
age groups although it’s a lot more difficult to recruit 
from the age of 15 upwards. 

“The senior side was reformed last year and fin¬ 
ished just below mid-table. 

“Holly has stepped in to form a management team 
with Sam, who wants to concentrate more on play¬ 
ing.” 

The club, which was afforded Charter Standard 
status in 2002, are looking for players for the forth¬ 
coming season and also anyone interested in spon¬ 
soring them.
